REQUEST TO INTERVIEW BUREAU EMPLOYEE 
RE FINDINGS OJ^WAR^ENjCOM , ^ 




At 11:10 AM on 1/11/67, Bishop in my office received a 
telephone call from Edward Kern who stated he was an editor for "Life 
magazine in New York City, but was calling locally from the National 
Airport. He advised he was conducting a "long range investigation of 
the findings of the Warren Commission," and wanted to interview the 
Bureau Laboratory examiner who had conducted a spectrographic 
examination of bullet fragments found in the assassination car. He 
stated he particularly wanted to know if such an examination was made 
by the examiner and also desired to ask him "technical" questions 
concerning the examination. He advised that the testimony <» SA

tory examiner'^oncerning this. He was advised that the FBI could not 
be of assistance to "Life" magazine in connection with their investigation 
into the findings of the Warren Commission.
